SAID TO STUDENTS.

EASY ENOUGH TO GET APPLAUSE, 
 QUOTH HE. 
There is Such a Thing as Getting Too 
Excited on the Stage—Importance of 
Make-up—Matinee Girls Were Out 
and Incense Was Burned. 


Some hard knocks have come Fred- 
erick Warde’s way. yet he spoke yes- 
terday to the pupils of the Los Angeles 
High School of dramatic art with ideals 
as unsullied as though he were to go 
on tonight for his very first appear- 
ance, 

In these days when. every retired 
chambermaid who can sing rag time 
in a shop-worn squall. calls herself an 
artieié, with the high kick over the 
last syllable, such ideals as Mr. Warde's 
are refreshing. 

He spoke yesterday on “The Practi- 
cal Side of Acting.” It was a nice 
‘little shop talk, to people who yearn 
be of the shop. 

Perhaps it was estimating Mr. Warde 
at his full worth, to say the least, for 
Mr. Dobinson, the head of the school,
